CUtTIVATB IC THE POTATO. 

Tkm Iteits of as Ac«iast Hill 

Cnltivation— 'Better fa Xhy 

Weather. 

There are two distiuct ways of enl- 
tlvatlng the potato — ievri and liill cul- 
tivation. The latter is the rider meth- 
od and many farmers still follow this 
plan, irresi)ective of the possible value 
of level cultivation. I believe that a 
•DOd deal de pea d s apoa tbe year and 
the kind of potatoes planted. I have 
found, however, says a \N 111 county 
(111.) correspondent of' the Prairie 
Farmer, that I get ju^ Us satisfactory 
resolts froai lerd cdtlvatioa as I used 
to get from hilling, besides I have the 
advantage of. keeping my ground in 
better condition. 

During a dry year I hSive found 




serious objection to hilling tho crop, 
for the reason tha' the gi eater sur- 
face exposed by hifilng aids evapora- 
tion. In the accompanying sketch, 
which I have taken from a recent bul- 
letin from tlitf Maryland experiment 
station, is shown a typical potato vine. 
Suppose that the soil about this vine 
Is hilled. The result is that the pota- 
toes sad loots are aearer to the sur- 
face than if the land Is level oa three 
sides. I think that the polat I wish to 
make is so clear that fSllfcsi discus- 
sion is unnecessary. 

I mast adnUt. kowvrer. thst UlUag 
the potato Held with a shovel plow the 
last time through may have some ad- 
vantages, particularly during a wet 
season — the surface potatoes are bet- 
ter covered, perhai)s, and the soil will 
dry out quicker. Concerning the for- 
mer advantage I think that the farmer 
should endeavor to select the potato 
thnt throws down and thus avoid sun 
bu .1

HAMMER MADE OF PIPE. 

Very Handy Tool Vhlck Oaa Be KSie 
«f Odd Ptoses eC bsa 

A vsry fesady hammer can be made 
for nttle or nothing, provided one 
has some old ma- 
terials on hand, 
says H. C. Stiebel, 
Jr., St. Louis 
county, Missouri, 
in a late issue of 
Popular Mechan- 
ics. Into a one- 
half inch tee (B) 
screw a piece of 
eas-hslf-iadi pipe 
(A) about eight 
inches long with jthreads on one end 
and two pieces of one-half-inch pipe 
(CO) 2% Inches long with thread on 
festhsada Oa tks sads (DD) pat one- 
half-laeh caps. 

A larger hammer may be made by 
aslBg pipe of 'larger dimensions, and 
the hammer can be made heavier by 
stopping up the tss aad.fDteg the 
head with lead. 

Such a hammer as this has Its lim- 
itations, but for heavyweight work, 
less than what would be required for 
a heavy iron maul, such a hammer 
might be used to an advantage. 




IN DRY SEASONS. 

Thorough Cultivation Will Hold Kois- 
ture in Soil and Keep Ongm 
Growing; 

When ralBtatt to short to the sprlag 

more careful enlthratlon Is necessary. 
In order that hoed crops may grow 
steadily without a setback. Cultiva- 
tion retains moisture and the harrow 
•r shaltov cattlvaiar shoold be kept 
going eonstsntly. Don't work wet soil 
but after a light shower, sUr the 
ground as quickly as possible to pre- 
vent the moisture getting away. The 
dast sinleh is a great benefactor to 
the fanner hi dry districts. By using 
It carefully, enough msistwia to re- 
tsined in the practically ndalses dis- 
trleto of Colorado to grow good crops. 
The aecret of the Campbell system of 
soil culture, explains Farm and Home, 
is to retain what moisture to raeelvsd 
by the soil and allow very little to es- 
cape by evaporation. This is entirely 
possible and the great results attend- 
ing thto work are sufficient proof of its

Sec I loll If any person, or per 
sons, or I nicer or airrn! of any corpora 
tion, who haveiir^ oeen Mnniiioned be- 
fore the Council n[M n a pii C' cdiiiK' to 
asse.ssliis j ropei ty, or i be property of 
anotlit r, sii lii fail or ndi.r-t.' lo answer 
any ((ueslioii tonehint; bi% tiioueity, or 
the property of a loiiier. or to nialie 
disclosure coiicei tiinn such facts as will 
enable the City Council iu determine 
what property he or aaotber may liave 
subject to asessment, it shall be the 
duty of the Police Court of said city, 
upon applicalion of lI.eC e:l<. Marshal 
or any uitiiiber of said Council, to issue 
a ruld against sindi pi r.son for his fail- 
ure to answer sudi ij ie',! i.iiis, and it 
shall be tl:e duty of said court to 
compel tri.e aiio'.>eis to such ques- 
tions, if .same are in law conipeient 
and relevant tu tiie ii iiuiiy, by 
proeeas of contempt, and in each in 
stance to adjudge against such p^nson, 
if in default, Ihe costs of said proreea 
intfs; and if such person is in eoiiii'inj.t 
o*' court liy his failure to answer surli 
(lUeslions as direi'tt'd. the Court shall 
h ive the riiiiit, and it shall lie liisduty, 
to tine and iinpri.sun such person tu the 
extent be is by law aotboriied in ease 
of contempt. Tbe City Council in 
malcine .such assessment shall have tiie 
ritfht, and itsliall be their duty, bv its 
Mayor or presidin.: otli -er, to •idininis- 
ler the usual oath to ail pe's ms wl.o 
may come before tiieni, or Ik' sumuion 
ed before Ihem to testify concerning 
the property of any taxpayer wbo Is la 
default, or again.'il wboBsaeta proeeed 
ings are bad. 

Section VII The Clerk sball enter 
all such assessments in a hook to be 
kept for .^uch purpose, shovvintr the 
date of llie ass< .'■Mnent, Uie name of 
the person af-inst whom the assess- 
ment is made, the location and des- 
cription of the propel ty assessed, the 
value lixed thereon, and the olHcer 
collecting tlie tax shall, when the 
same is paid, notify the Clerk of Its 
payment, which payment shall be not- 
ed by tbe Clerk opposite tbe entry o{ 
such assessment. The object o' this 
ordinance is to insure tli.; as.sessin -nt 
for taxation of alh niittcd projerty ard 
the collection of any unpaifl tax^s in 
tlie City Lancaster. Ky , and when any 
property is assessed or:uiy a>-.se.ssment 
corrected,the taxe8.1evies and liens for 
sucli years sball applv. 

Section YIII. Tblaotdinsaee sball 
take effect fioai aad aflw Ita pabiiea* 
tion as requirwt tf law.
